Finally a shot was'pretl, which took 
eftect over the left c f e of Mr. Perk­ 
ins.

Doty, by hiring clerks for less than 
the wages stipulated in the postal 
regulations, 
appropriated 
to

own use. 
When he was required to make 
good the clerks’ wages, he drew out 
the money 
order 
funds 
and the 
funds from the sale of stamps, leav­ 
ing a deficit of about $700 in those 
departnientt, which the bondsmen 
paid. 
Mr. Doty was arrested the 
f©llowing 
afternoon 
by 
United 
States Marshal Strong and taken to 
New Haven, where he was placed 
under bonds for a further hearing. 
The case was adjourned from time 
to time, until the present settlement 
of the case was reached.

The subject of 
a new jail for 
Pettis county is a threadbare one, it 
IS true, but it is even more timely 
to-day 
than it was half 
a dozen 
years ago. 
For that many years, at 
least, grand jury after grand jury 
has condemned the present rattle­ 
trap of a structure and recommend­ 
ed the building of a new jail, but 
right there the matter was permitted 
to drop. 


The fault does not lie with the 
county court, but with the people— 
some of the very grand jurors, most 
likely, who have more than once 
condemned 
the 
old eyesore and 
recommended the 
erection 
of 
a 
new 
building. 
But 
when 
the 
proposition 
was 
submitted, 
whether or not the court should 
make an appropriation in accord­ 
ance with the recommendations of 
the several grand juries, it was then 
that the ‘ ‘old chronic’’ came to the 
front and defeated the measure. 
Pettis is one of the wealthiest and 
best counties in the fifth state in 
the union, and to it the present 
jail is a disgrace— a disgrace to the 
city, a disgrace to the county, a 
disgrace to the state and a disgrace 
to the people. 
We have a court house that is the 
pride of all, and we should at least 
have a jail that could be pointed 
out by any citizen without causing 
a blush of shame. 
Let the county court get ready 
and again submit the proposition 
for a new jail to the people. 
Since 
the question was last voted upon 
there has been a large change in 
public sentiment, and the D e m o c r a t 
believes the proposition could be 
carried to-day without difficulty. 
If it is thought the taxpayers are 
opposed to expending $50,000 for 
the purpose, then let the amount be 
fixed at $35,000 or $40,000, which 
would erect a very creditable build­ 
ing. 


Do not select a site in the very 
business center of the city, as is now 
the case, but get a desirable piece 
of ground cn some one of the side 
streets and then build a structure 
that is sufficiently large to accom­ 
modate the county’s needs, at the 
same time keeping in mind the fact 
that prisoners are human beings, 
and their health should not be im­ 
paired by confinement in such a 
place as we now call a jail.
